There was no representative for Council District 2 at the October 4, 2011 meeting.

There was no representative for Council District 6 at the October 4, 2011 meeting.

Stacy McKenzie, District Manager, Mission Bay Park

Ms McKenzie reported that Grounds Maintenance Worker I’s were released on September 30, 2011.
Developed Regional Parks was able to pick up three (3) of the GMW I’s for our vacant Grounds
Maintenance Il positions. Ms. McKenzie stated that we are now are fully staffed on the maintenance
side.

Ms. McKenzie reported two Park Rangers have been transferred to other Divisions, but we have also
recently hired two new Park Rangers. One Ranger has already started and the other starts on November
12, 2011. We are very pleased with all the recent hires.

As a result of the approved mid-year Fiscal Year 2010 budget reductions, eleven of twenty-eight
restrooms will close from November 1, 2011 through March 30, 2012. The seasonal restroom closures
include Bahia Point, East Bonita, EI Carmel, Middle Ski Beach, North Cove, North Ski Beach, North
Tecolote, Playa Three, South Crown Point and West Vacation Isle. In addition the following unisex
restrooms will be closed; Four of the ten at Rose Marie Starns South Shores Park, Four of the ten at
Fanuel Park, one of the six at Dana Landing and two of the six at Santa Clara. We modified locations a
bit from last year based on need and input.

Golf Division has formed an Ad Hoc Advisory Committee (Business Plan Update Committee) to advise
in the update of Park and Recreation’s Golf Division’s Business Plan. The recently completed Business
Plan provided key operating procedures and policies that have guided the Enterprise Fund over the last
five years. The Division is currently working to outline proposed recommendations for an updated
Business Plan. The Committee will conduct public meetings over the next several months and will
engage the public in a dialogue regarding the development of an updated Golf Business Plan. Meetings
will be held every two weeks. Ms. McKenzie asked that if anyone is interested to please contact her.

Sergeant Troy Keach, San Diego Life Services

San Diego Life Services Sergeant Troy Keach was not at the October 4, 2011 meeting.
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Lieutenant Paul Rorrison, San Diego Police Department, Northern Division

Lieutenant Rorrison introduced himself and stated that he started with Northern Division in June. Lt.
Rorrison said the summer including the Labor Day weekend went well. Lt. Rorrison spoke on the
transient problem in Mission Bay Park, mainly at Bayside and Mariner’s Point. He stated there are two
officers that start at 5:00 AM and deal with the illegal activity. Lt. Rorrison stated they are working
with the City Attorney and processing restraining orders (stay away orders) and that so far nineteen
have been processed. There has been a noticeable turnaround and the program is very effective.

One Committee Member wanted to know if Northern Division handles Tecolote Canyon? Committee
Member stated that he has seen more officers in area. Lt. Rorrison stated that Northern handles part of
Tecolote Canyon.

This project
complies with Sea World’s Master Plan and construction will begin in April 2012 and
completion will be in March 2013.
